No. E (2 ) /46/53-D& W . — In exercise of the powers eonfeired on him. by section 10 
of the U.P. Opium Smoking Act, 1934 (Act III of 1934) as extended to the State 
of Aimer by the Central Government vide Ministry of Home Affairs Notification 
No. F(8)/16/48-Judl., dated the 11th December, 1948, the Chief Commissioner, 
Ajmer hereby makes the following amendments in the Ajmer-Mcrwura Opium 
Smoking Rules, 1949 published in notification No. 11/20/48-General, dated the 30th 
July, 1949. These amendments shall come into force with effect from 1st 
October, 1953. 


AMENDMENTS 


In the said rules: — 

(i) for rule 2(e), the iollowing shall be substituted: — 

“2(e) Excise Commissioner means the officer appointed by the Chief Com- 
missioner under section 7(a) oi the Excise Regulation, 1915 (I of 
1915). 

(il) for rule No 5, the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“5 The registration of opium smokers shall be stopped completely after the 
30th September, 1953 and only those who have registered themselves 
by the 30th September, 1953 shall be permitted to smoke so long as 
they survive; provided that any opium smoker registered as such in 
any other State of India, who migrates to this State permanently 
alter the 30th September, 1953 may be registered as such in this State 
with the previous sanction of the Excise Commissioner.”
